My attention was directed to this subject shortly after the adjournment of the Gen- 
eral “Assembly, and J could not perceive that any further legislation was necessary. 
The power to apportion representatives among the several States is vested exclusively 
in Congress, and the constitution provides that **each State shall appoint in such 
manner аз the legisliture thereof may direct, a number of electors equal to the 
wh-«le number of Senators and Representatives to which the State may be entitled in 
Congress,” &c. It ie obvious that a State has no authority to designate the number 


of .lectars; and its legislative action must be confined to the manner of choosing . 


them. Though I have discovered no reason to doubt the correcniess of this opinion, 
T have felt myself constrained, as well by the wishes of a respectable portion of cur 
constituents, as by the importance of the subject, to convene the Legislature at this. 
tin.e, and thereby to remove whatever cf donbt or uncertainty may be supposed to 
exist. Itherefore recommend an immediate repeal of the section of the act before 
referred to. . 22 

Tte blessings of health and abundance of the comforts of life during the present 
year, have been enjoyed in every section of the State. The seasons have heen propi- 
tions to the labors of the husbandman. The crop of sur great stapl> has heen 
abundant, showing a considerable increase over thet of former years, and promising 
to command a price that will justify a still further extension of its cultivation. Schoolg 
and academies have been est :hitshed in e: ery county, and almost everv neighborhe--4, 
evincing that the cause of education has taken strong hold upon the affections of the 
community, and demonstrating how highlv thev appreciate it ^s the great safeguard 
of civilliberty.^ Religion tco has shed her mild and benevolent influence aver the 
land, and has sent forth to our people, to fll up the measure ef their prosperity, the 
consolations of the gospel, These favors demand our gratitude to ther Groit Author, 
to whom our prayers should be offered for a continuance of those blessings by which 
we ure distinguished above all the nations cf the earth. 

The improvements made in cur judiciary at the last session, hv the establishment ^n 
organization of a separate Supreme Court, promises all the beneficial results which 
the advocates of that measure anticipated. The quantity ef buc‘ness disposed of at 
the last term, which was protracted to a period of seven weeks, furnishes satisfactory 
assurance that the evils which had grown cut of an uncue accur ulation of causes 
will be speedily removed, and in a short while, neither tardiness nor uncerta'hty in 
the administration of justice will be a subject of complaint. ; 

The Solicitors of the several circuits should be placed on a more respectable footing. 
The enforcement of the criminal law depends principally ирер these rficers, and 
their compensation should be equal to the arduous duties they are required to perform. 
Their salarics are but little more than nominal, and experience proves that their 
fees cannot be collected, on account of the insclvency of the persons whom they 


presecute to conviction. I submit to the Legislature whether it wI} not be expedient ^ 


to provide for- their more adequate remuneration out of the fines and f-rfeitures 


collected in the several circuits. As these are secured by the services of the S:li- ^ 


citors, they constitute an appropriate fund out of which they should be paid. This 
pian comes strongly recommended by the consideration that while:t :urn'shes the 
means of rewarding a valuable class of public officers, without resorting to the State 
treasury, it will have the effect, by stimulating their zealin conducting prosecutions, 
of increasing the available funds of the several counties. : 

The period is auspicious for entering upon a thorough revision of our Criminal 
Code. This task is urged by so many considerations of policy, of justice, and hu- 
manity, that I am persuaded it will be no longer delayed. The punishment which 
our laws attach to а variety of offences is confessedly tóo severe, ‘There are no less 
than twenty-one different offences for the perpetration of which the pueish:ient of 
@eath is inflicted; twenty-one by whipping; four by the piliery;'and four by 5rand- 
ing. Human Jif? is the gift of God, and cannot be lawfally taken, и пров the wast 
Urgent and impericus necessity; aad the whipping рове те pilles-, the| bracding 
Ston; and all such instruments of savage and barbarian cruelty, accord neither with 


- 
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the enlightened and humane spirit of the age, nor with the principles of our free În- 
stitutions. Vindictive and cruel punishments, so far from preventing, operate to 
multip'v offences, as the history of all civilized nations demonstrates. The Legisla- 
ture may pass laws of revolting severity, but there is an abiding sense of tenderness 
and justice in the breasts of juries that will rescue the greater part of those who are 
sought to be made their victims. ‘Phe difficulties to be encountered in meteing out 
. to each grade of offence the proper degree of punishment, have long excited the so. 

licitude and engaged the attention of the jurist and- statesman. —No near approach 
was made to this desirable consummation until the expedient was resorted to of es- 
tablishing houses of correction, in which labor and imprisonment; for all but the most 
henious о#опсеѕ, were substituted for every description cf punishment. In the es-. 
tablishment of the penitentiary system, the hopes of the philanthropist have been 
re»lized, and it is one among the improvements of the age, which illustrates the tri- 
umphs of wisdom and humanity, of liberty and justice over the maxims of ignorant 
and barbarous times. In those States which have adopted this mode of punishment, 
it is found to be not only more effectual than any other in correcting the vicious dispo- 
sition of offenders, but serves in an eminent degree, to deter others from the com- 
mission cf crime. Instances are numerous of convicts, particularly young men, hav- 
ing been rcstored to their friends completely reformed, and qualified by a course of 
moral and religious discipline, to become useful members of society. “Che expense 
to be incurred in erecting the necessary buildings forms a common objection to the 
system, but this hay been successfully met where the experiment has been made.— 
The amount which will be realized from a judicious employment of the prisoners in 
mechanical labor, will not only defray all current expenses, but wil! yield ай annual 
revenue which, in a few years, will refund, with interest, whatever sum may be ad- 
vanced in the first instince. Money can now be obtained at moderate interest, and 
twenty or thirty thousand dollars will be sufficient to effect this great and salutary 
change in our criminal jurisprudence; achange demanded by morality апа religion, 
and by a tender regard for human life. The long list of offences made capital by our 
Jaws, should no longcr bc permitted to blot the pages of our statute book. 

In times of peace,it isnot expected, nor is it deemed practicable, to discipline the 
militia so ав to change their character of raw troops, when called into active service. 
The partial instruction and information they receive by being occasionally collected 
ах the muster field, do nòt even tend to qualify them for the stern duties of the soldier. 
These musters should be held chiefly with the view of ascertaining the actual strength 
of the several corps, and of enabling the officers to obtain an-intimate knowledge of 
£he changes that are constantly taking place, so that they could,-at.all times, be pre- 
pared to make such returne as would show the precise number of men capable of 
bearing arms. Qur militia laws arc defective in this particular, and should be amended 
without delay. The duties of all company officers as well as those of higher grade, 
in regard to making their regular returns, should be plainly. and clearly laid down, 
and enforcéd by suitable penaltics, We are hable to other emergencies than those 
which may. arise from the appearance of a foreigu enemy, and which can only be met 
by the prompt and energetic movements of the militias We have not heretofore 
received from the general government moré than half the quantity of arms and 
equipmerts we are entitled to, and th’s Icss is to be ascribed entirely to a failure to 
make correct returns to the War Department. 

. The University is prospering in a manner to equal the sanguine expectations of the 
public. The difficulties of its commencement and organization have been overcome, 
and its operations for the first year have been conducted with an ability and a 
devotion to its interests, which fully justify the selection made by the Trustees, of 
the eminent aod distinguished gentleman whom they placed at its head, and also, 
of the iearned professors who are associated with him. The first public examina- 
tion of the students was highly satisfactory ; showing that they had attained a profi- 
ciency which could result only fram a close and diligent application to their scientific 
labors. The futwre hopes of the State rest upon this institution, and ‘whatever is. 
connected with its welfare should, at all times, claim the earnest attention of the 
General Assembly, While its immediate direction is the appropriate task of the 
faculty and trustees, that of preserving and managing its funds dévolves on the legis- 
lature. By an existing law, the moneys arising from the sale of the University lands, 
are directed to be loaned to the Bank at an interest of six per cent. The profits 
arising from this fund greatly exceed this amount, and in justice,-should be placed to. 
the credit of the institution. The University and three per cent. fund, together with 
the unexpended balance of the revenue, constitute no inconsiderable portion of the 
capital of the Bank, and there isnd reason why the profits ofone should be appro- 
priatcd to swell the amount of the other, The faith of the State is pledged to apply? 
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the proceeds of the sales Sithene fanda to the apport of “a seminary of learning,” | 
which beieg for the benefit of the peaple, tlie obligation is no less imperative to ap- 
ply to the same. object the profits which they annually yield,

At the former place, the em- 
barrassments growing out of the inability/of the State Bank to-supply -the necessary 
demands of the people, have been increased by the policy which has determined the 
Branch Bank of the United States at Nashville, to withhold its usual and customary 
accommodations. The expediency of locating a Branch of the State Bank in that 
quarter, withan adequate capital, cannot be questioned. The want of banking facil- 
ities in the city of Mobile, is constantly becoming more and more, apparent, and the 
inconyenience and distress which it has produced there, in the commercial commu- 
nity, is already visible in the interior. This being the great mart of South Alabama, 
its cammerce is intimately Cónnected with the interests of agriculture; and whatever 
depression is experienced by one, will bé speedily communi¢ated to the other. Em- 
barrassment iri the money market, there, though its disasters are first seen-in the bu- 
siness of merchants and eommercial men, yet like a pestilence, it gradually spreads 
over the country till jt reaches every fanm and almost. every individual. ^ The fact 
that large quantities of our cotton are purchased on speculation for the New Orleans 
market, proves incontestibly that its price is diminished in Mobile by à deficiency: in 
the banking capital of that place, to ће great injury of our planters. The annual 
business transactions of this our only seaport, amount to eleven millions of dollars, 
whileàts banking capital, (the capital of the Mobile Bank,) does not exaeed half а 
million. "Ehe United Staten Branch Bank has no fixed capital, and its issues have at 
по time Беей over à million and а halfof dollars, The acconimedations of this insti- 
tution hayeat. all tines begn fluctuating and irregular, and from the determination 
manifested, to wind up its concerns, it cannot be relied on in future.
